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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  police  services  provided  to  the 
town  by  the  Goshen  Police  Dept. 

The  department  responded  to  1 86  calls  and  handled  a  total  of  380  separate 
incidents  in  1980.  This  is  an  increase  of  60%  over  1979.

In  cooperation  with  the  N.H.  Highway  Safety  Agency  50%  funding  was 
obtained  for  a  radar  patrol  program  during  the  summer  months.  Eighty  eight 
patrol  hrs.  were  put  in  on  the  program  in  a  effort  to  control  speeding 
problems.  Also  two  highway  safety  checks  were  conducted  with  the  assistance 
of  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Safety  Inspection  team.  The  radar  was  continually  being 
used  throughout  the  year  in  our  regular  course  of  duties.  A  total  of  152 
speeding  tickets,  1 29  written  warnings  and  many  verbal  warnings  were  given 
to  motorists  during  1980. 

Officer  Linda  Gentes  attended  the  Police  Safety  Officers  School  in 
Concord,  N.H.  this  year.  Areas  covered  were  School  bus  safety,  Alcohol  and 
drug  abuse  prevention,  fatal  accident  investigation,  and  pedestrian  and 
bicycle  safety.  This  knowledge  will  be  used  to  expand  the  annual  bicycle 
rodeo  put  on  with  the  help  of  the  local  4-H  organization  at  the  Goshen 
Lempster  School  and  also  used  to  conduct  other  volunteer  programs  in 
elementary  safety  education  with  school  age  children. 
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Dog  nuisance  problems  and  unlicensed  dogs  once  again  proved  to  be  very 
time  consuming.  We  investigated  34  nuisance  complaints  and  processed  31 
notices  of  unlicensed  dogs.  It  was  necessary  to  issue  5  restraining  orders  and 
bring  to  court  4  dog  owners  for  violations.  In  Nov.  1980  voters  of  Goshen 
passed  a  dog  lease  law.  By  law  dogs  must  not  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  in 
Goshen  and  the  owners  are  directly  responsible. 

Again  1  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Goshen  for  the  support  they  have  given 
the  Police  Department  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1980  your  Fire  Dept.  answered  26  calls  with  200  men  responding.  Total 
reported  fire  loss  was  $2,300.00. 

I  am  very  pleased  with  the  way  our  new  fire  reporting  system  is  working.  All 
fines  should  be  reported  to  Claremont  (542-5 1 55)  and  their  men  dispatch  our 
equipment  by  radio.  Every  Goshen  firefighter  has  a  pocket  size  radio  receiver 
and  since  we  have  changed  over,  our  response  to  emergencies  has  improved 
tremendously. 

I  want  to  stress  that  542-5155  is  the  number  to  dial  to  report  fire 
emergencies  ONLY.  For  burning  permits  call  Forest  Warden  Arthur  Nelson 
at  863- 1 509.  For  all  other  information  and  Fire  Dept.  business  call  863-3293. 

In  November  the  Insurance  Service  Office  inspected  our  Town,  our  Fire 
Dept.,  and  tested  our  equipment.  It  is  my  understanding  that  as  soon  as  our 
new  rating  is  published,  (2  to  6  months)  everyone  within  3  miles  of  th  fire 
station  will  be  eligible  for  a  reduced  fire  insurance  rate. 

The  Annual  Firemen's  Auction  earned  $1,400.00  (Net)  in  1980  for  our 
equipment  fund.  When  you  do  your  Spring  cleaning,  please  remember  our 
Annual  Auction  and  give  us  a  call  at  863-3293  if  you  have  any  salable  items 
you  would  like  to  donate.  We  pick  up  year  round. 

I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  firefighters,  dispatchers,  auctioneers, 
auction  helpers,  Town  officials  and  to  all  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Goshen  for 
the  many  hours  of  help  and  cooperation  given  to  make  the  Goshen  Fire  Dept. 
a  very  effective  service  to  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  Fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the  spread 
of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this 
national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest  fire  laws 
in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/ city  forest  fire 
warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must  be 
approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All  forest 
fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are 
reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/  city  and 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire 
training  costs. 

This  State  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has  given 
New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.

RSA  76: 1 1  provides  for  delivery  of  the  list  (warrant)  to  the  collector  within 
thirty  days  of  receipt  of  approval  of  the  tax  rate  unless  for  good  cause  the  time 
is  extended  by  the  department.  The  collector  shall  within  thirty  days  after 
receipt  of  the  warrant  from  the  selectmen  (assessors)  send  out  the  tax  bills 
unless  for  good  cause  the  time  is  extended  by  this  department. 

RSA  76: 1 1-a  Information  Required.  The  tax  bill  which  is  sent  to  every  person 
taxed,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  as  provided  in  section  1 1 ,  shall  show  the  rate  of 
municipal,  school  and  county  taxes  separately,  and  each  bill  shall  also  show 
the  assessed  valuation  of  all  lands  and  buildings  for  which  said  person  is  being 
taxed.  The  1980  rate  breakdown  reflects  a  proportionate  share  of  the 
government. 

RSA  76: 13  provides  that  interest  at  9%  per  annum  shall  be  charged  upon  all 
taxes  except  resident  taxes  not  paid  on  or  before  Dec.  1 ,  except  that  in  the  case 
where  a  tax  bill  was  sent  to  a  taxpayer  on  or  after  Nov.  2  and  before  April  1st. 
interest  shall  not  be  charged  until  30  days  after  the  bills  are  mailed.  The 
collector  shall  state  on  the  bill  the  date  from  which  interest  will  be  charged. 

The  tax  bill  which  you  mail  must  contain  the  date  from  which  interest  will  be 
charged  and  this  date  is  determined  by  the  date  you  send  the  last  bill  on  the  list 
committed  to  you.  RSA  76: 1 3  also  requires  that  you  notify  this  department  in 
writing  of  the  date  on  which  you  send  the  last  bill.  There  is  enclosed  a  form  for 
this  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goshen-Lempster: 

I  have  been  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  only  three  months,  having 
assumed  this  position  on  October  1 ,  1 980.  For  that  reason,  this  first  report  is 
going  to  briefly  review  the  role  of  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  this  School  Administrative  Unit  which  was  formerly  called  the  Supervisory 
Union. 

School  Administrative  Unit  #43  is  comprised  of  five  school  districts, 
including  Croydon,  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative,  Kearsarge  Regional, 
Newport  and  Sunapee  School  Districts.  The  reason  for  combining  several 
districts  under  a  single  school  administrative  unit  is  to  consolidate  the 
activities  which  would  be  difficult  or  impractical  for  a  single  district  to 
undertake  individually. 

Some  of  the  functions  which  our  office  performs  include:  budget  preparation 
and  control;  centralized  purchasing;  building  programs  and  maintenance; 
recruitment;  supervision  and  evaluation  of  all  staff  members;  coordination  of 
all  school  programs  including  curriculum;  transportation;  school  lunch; 
payroll;  state  and  federal  programs.  The  idea  is  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  to  our  children  in  the  most  cost-effective  manner. 

In  this  School  Administration  Unit  we  have  3,541  students,  415  staff 
members,  both  professional  and  non-professional;  We  operate  eleven  school 
lunch  programs  which  feed  2,475  students  daily;  we  transport  3,286  students 
each  day  on  37  buses  travelling  2,207  miles.  The  budgets  adopted  for  1 980-8 1 
total  $8,039,055.18. 

To  oversee  and  manage  this  School  Administrative  Unit,  our  office 
includes  one  Superintendent  of  Schools,  one  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
Newport,  Sunapee  and  Croydon,  one  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Kearsarge 
Regional  and  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative.  Our  office  also  includes  a 
Director  of  Handicapped  Services  (Teacher  Consultant  position),  an  Office 
Manager  and  three  secretaries. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  outstanding  cooperation.  It  should  be 
reassuring  to  know  that  we  have  outstanding  people  working  in  the 
educational  field. 

It  is  my  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  provide  quality  education  in  a  cost 
effective  manner  in  all  of  the  school  districts  in  School  Administrative  Unit 

#43.

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

DEAR  CITIZENS: 

I  have  been  the  Assistant  Superintendent  for  the  Kearsarge  Regional, 
Goshen-Lempster  School  Districts  for  the  past  six  months.  In  that  time  I've 
observed  classes,  talked  with  students,  faculty,  parents  and  citizens;  conducted 
meetings  and  studies;  talked  with  various  organizations  and  P.T.O.'s; 
negotiated  with  staff  for  contracts;  responded  to  many  parent  and  School 
Board  concerns;  bid  equipment  and  materials;  and  spent  endless  time  on 
budget  preparation.  From  those  experiences  I  have  come  to  two  major 
conclusions: 


1.  Nothing  in  the  field  of  education  is  "cut  and  dried"!  Perhaps  that 
is  why  historically  so  many  facets  of  past  and  present  day 
educational  philosophies  and  policies  have  been  and  are  often 
debated. 

2.  Only  through  continued  cooperation,  dialogue,  and  concentrated 
effort  among  the  schools,  the  parents,  and  the  citizens  of  each 
community,  can  our  schools  remain  effective,  cost  efficient,  and 
educationally  sound  for  the  varied  needs  of  our  students. 


Our  children  are  doing  well  in  school,  as  evidenced  by  our  recent 
accountability  and  achievement  exams,  but  there  is  always  room  for 
improvement  and  greater  efforts.  We  must  continue  to  provide  the  best 
possible  environment  that  is  economically  feasible  for  our  children.  That 
means  well  rounded  programs,  including  academic,  social,  physical  and 
mental  experiences,  for  all  grades  at  all  levels. 

To  succeed  in  today's  society  a  young  person  needs  various  experiences  -the 
real  objective  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  These  experiences  must  come  from 
the  leadership  in  the  classroom,  the  teacher,  and  supported  by  the  financial 
and  attitudinal  efforts  of  the  public. 

Please  continue  to  offer  your  ideas,  suggestions  and  comments  as  to  the 
programs  and  opportunities  of  your  children.  Education  in  the  Goshen- 
Lempster  District  must  continue  to  be  a  community-school  -  citizen 
supported  function. 

The  youth  of  the  area  must  depend  on  us  for  our  interest  and  commitment.

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REPORT  OF  HEAD  TEACHER 

(1980) 
Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School 

The  1980  school  year  was  both  exciting  and  fast  paced  with  many  activities 
involving  students,  faculty,  and  community  groups  -  groups  such  as  the  4-H 
Club  and  the  Parent-Teachers  Club  who  gave  their  time  unselfishly  for  the 
benefit  of  our  children.  Some  of  the  past  year's  experiences  were: 

February-  The  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  traveled 
to  Stevens  High  School  to  hear  Presidential  Candidates 
Baker,  Bush,  Kennedy  and  Reagan  speak. 

March-  The  PTC  donated  $100.00  to  the  school  library  for 
reference  materials. 

Sixth  students  were  transported  to  the  Newport 
Immunization  Clinic  to  be  updated  on  state  required 
immunizations. 

April  -  The  Eighth  Grade  Class  held  its  final  class-fund  raising 
dance. 

The  Seventh  Grade  Class  began  its  green-house  project 
of  raising  tomato  and  pepper  plants  for  a  community 
sale. 

May  -  The  PTC  bought  playground  equipment  for  each 
classroom  (basketballs,  soccer  balls,  baseballs  and 
bats,  and  volley  balls  and  nets). 

Ralph  West,  a  former  Goshen-Lempster  student  and  a 
Black  Belt  in  Karate,  gave  a  Karate  demonstration  for 
all  members  of  the  school. 

June  -  Graduation  exercises  were  held  at  the  Goshen  Town 
Hall;  the  Reverend  John  Barlow  gave  the  Invocation 
and  the  Benediction,  and  School  Board  Member 
Doris  Adler  gave  out  diplomas.  Machelle  Millwood 
was  the  Valedictorian,  and  Vicky  Hodgman  was  the 
Salutatorian. 

September-  The  most  pronounced  change  upon  return  to  school 
after  the  summer  break  was  the  new  school  addition. 
Everyone  was  overwhelmed  and  enthused  by  the 
expansion. 

October-  The  Artist  In  the  School  program  began  with  Artist 
Jane  Burnham  working  with  fourth  and  fifth  grade 
students  on  a  "Super  Graphic"  mural  for  the  new 
school  addition. 

A  child  abuse  and  neglect  workshop  was  held  at  the 
school  for  the  faculty.  The  program  was  organized  by 
School  Nurse  June  Buck  and  conducted  by  Pediatrician 
Dr.  Cooley 
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The  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  went  on  a 
science  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science. 

November-  An  evening  open  house  was  held  for  parent-teacher 
visitations.  It  was  an  opportunity  for  parents  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  activities  in  which  their 
children  are  involved.  The  Eighth  Grade  Class  supplied 
refreshments. 

December-  An  open  house  for  public  viewing  of  the  new  school 
construction  was  held  on  a  Sunday  afternoon.  The 
4-H  Club  sponsored  the  play  Hanzel  and  Gretel  at 
Christinas  utilizing  Goshen-Lempster  students,  a  result 
of  many  hours  of  practice  for  the  students  and  time 
and  patience  of  the  4-H  leaders. 

September  brought  few  changes  other  than  the  new  construction.  Mrs. 
Marcia  Harrison,  Special  Education  teacher,  was  granted  a  maternity  leave, 
and  the  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Patricia  Dow  of  Sunapee.  Mrs.  Mary 
Reaso,  fourth  and  fifth  grade  teacher  aide,  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Dale 
Hathaway  of  Lempster.  And,  Nurse  June  Buck  has  regulated  her  schedule  so 
that  she  now  spends  every  Friday  morning  at  Goshen-Lempster. 

Change  continues  to  be  the  agent  of  progress  for  the  Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative  School.  This  past  Fall  the  faculty  began  taking  a  close  look  at  the 
existing  school  curricula  with  the  intention  of  improving  and  strengthening 
the  coninuity  between  classrooms.  Reading  and  language  arts  were  the  first 
target  for  introspection. 

Our  graduates  have  been  doing  quite  well.  In  June,  for  the  first  time,  three 
graduates  received  advanced  Albebra  credit  from  Newport  High  toward 
graduation  for  math  work  done  at  Goshen-Lempster.  These  students  entered 
sophomore  Geometry  in  September.  In  addition,  eleven  of  the  fourteen 
students  that  entered  Newport  High  School  were  on  the  honor  roll  for  the  first 
quarter,  and  two  of  those  eleven  received  high  honors  (50%  of  Newport's 
freshman  high  honors).  Twenty-six  percent  of  Newport's  freshman  honor  roll 
was  composed  of  Goshen-Lempster  graduates. 

In  closing  and  on  behalf  of  the  staff,  I  wish  to  extend  my  compliments  to  the 
Community,  the  School  Board  and  the  Administrative  Staff  for  the 
magnificent  accomplishment  of  the  much  needed  school  addition.  The  new 
rooms  are  now  extensively  in  use,  and  the  students  are  esthetic  over  their  new 
activities  room.  The  result  -  the  school  staff  is  able  to  function  more 
efficiently,  and  the  students  have  developed  a  new  and  greater  sense  of  pride 
in  their  school.  Isn't  that  what  it's  all  about?
